and LSD -- is likely to be a 
middle-class or upper- mid- 
dle-class male majoring in 
the humanities or the so- 
cial sciences at a college or 
university in or near an ur- 
ban center. 
He probably 


disagrees with his parents' 
politics and 
is himself a 


left-wing activist. 


HE IS LIKKLY lo have 


moved several limes dur- 
ing his childhood and early 
adolescence. He probably 
characterizes 
himself 
as 


nonreligious in the tradi- 
tional sense. Spoils are of 
litlle importance lo him, as 
are 
campus 
clubs 
and 


groups. 


He is generally dissatis- 


fied with his courses and 
teachers and what he sees 
as (he irrelevance of his 
education, with the institu- 
tion's administration, with 
(he society he grew up in 
and the world as it is.

are some of the 


student drug user's charac- 
teristics found by Dr. Rich- 
ard H. Blum and his asso-

western colleges and uni- 
versities in the Jffi7 aca- 
demic year. 


Their findings were puh- 


•lishcrf earlier this year as 
the second volume of two, 
under Ihe lille "Students 
and Drugs." The project 
was financed in part by Ihe 
National Institute of Mental 
Health.

Blum 
reported that a

indicates 
that the 


"majority of the students" 
had some illicit drug expe- 
rience — is likely also lo 
be a coffee drinker and to 
be familiar with both lo- 
bacco and alcohol. 


He quite probably sees

Upside trading potential is still evident despite recent 


sluggish tape aclion. The shorter term trend remains pos- 
itive. Recent consolidation in Ihe 820-830 area has been 
constniclive. It should have reduced shorter term vulner- 
ability and reinforced upside potential, thus (here has 
been no significant change in the shorter term outlook 
and another rally into the 840-869 level is expected. 


There has been no technical reason to consider Ihis 


rally more than an intermediate upturn within a general- 
ly unfavorable market trend. The trading base in the 800- 
1)25 level cannot yet be considered a bottom for this 
year's downturn. The decline was sharp and recovery 
was due, but the market has rarely reversed such "A 
hroad decline without a more substantial base or testing 
of a low point. Therefore while we are bullish on a short- 
er term basis we continue lo regard another upturn and 
rally into the B40-860 level as a shorter term selling op- 
portunity. 


NO SIGNIFICANT trend Is yet evident in the Institu- 


tional trading stance. However, on a shorter term basis it 
was significant the buying interests increased during last 
weeks sluggish market trend.

Ihe potential of further market strength. Among the 
slocks under significant accumulation last week which 
are regarded favorablyjin a technical basis are: Carter

Strength in the leading glamour issues, i.e., American 


Research & Development, Burroughs, Polaroid, after last 
weeks pullback is a favorable sign. This was the first 
area to turn up during the initial market rally from the 
790-800 level. Renewed interest at current levels should 
provide (he basis for higher levels for the general mar- 
ket. 


Gains by a number of the leading aerospace issues 


suggested trading interest in this area. The group is very 
depressed and due for some technical bounce. However, 
Ihe group is in a relatively weak position. Few of these 
issues have formed any real trading base. None have 
been 
under significant accumulation prior to recent 


strength. Therefore, only very nimble trading opportuni- 
ties are expected, and further gains should create a 
shorter term selling opportunity. 


TRADING PROFITS should be taken in American 


Research and Development (ARD-59). The stock has ad- 
vance sharply from our recommended price of 51. This 
strength has fulfilled our shorter term objective to the 
58-60 level. While the overall base and trend would sup- 
port higher levels longer term, it now appears due for 
some consolidation or correction over the shorter term. 
On this basis, (he stock should be sold'and avoided until 
anolher shorter term Irading opportunity is evident. 


American Hospital Supply (AHS-39), Automatic Radio 


(ART-34), Synlex (SYN-70), and Webb (WBB-20) continue 
(o show relative strength. All of these issues are expected 
to outperform the market over the shorter term. General 
Instrument (GRI.-38) and Western Union (WU-49) have 
been relatively sluggish. Since further market strength is 
expected. Ihose stocks should be held. However, new 
purchases are not recommended in Ihese two issues.

Royal Cyclone Opens At Queen's Park 


BUT SHORTER RIDE 
Roller Coaster's 
Roar Back in L.B. 


The world's "highosl, [aslesl, steepest ride" — one of 


Long Beach's biggest attractions for 38 years — is back 
on Ihe strand loriay in miniature. 


The Royal Cyclone, a red, white and blue roller 


coasler made in llaly, will replace the Nu-Pike's old Cy- 
clone Racer after almost a year without a roller coaster's 
roar on the beach. 


The new Cyclone Imasts more than a half-mile of 


track. Its eight cars hold 32 riders. It reaches speeds of 
70 miles per hour plunging from a height of six stories. 


"We're pleased to bring hack Ihe world's most popu- 


lar amusement ride — the roller coaster — lo Long 
Beach," said Russ Priebe, president of Long Beach 
Amusement Co., which operates the Queen's Park section 
of the Pike. 


He said Ihe Royal Cyclone will he illuminated by 


3,500 lighls at night, making it the brightest night-time 
amusement ride in America. 


IT'S THK ONLY COASTRR OF ITS KIND in the 


U.S., Priebe said. Similar rides are in Blackpool, Eng- 
land, and Munich, Germany. 


The old Cyclone Racer rolled ils last hair-raising mile 


Sepl. 15, 1868, when it was closed and lorn down to make 
room for the access road system lo the proposed Magno- 
lia Avenue bridge complex. 


The N'u-Pike was also planning major redevelopment. 


The old roller coasler was held together by a million 


bolls, nnfi million hoard feel nf prime Oregon lumber, 50 
kegs nf nails — and the memories of 25 million riders. 


The Cyclone Racer wenl lo Ihe junk heap — but only 


afler patrons waited in lines nearly two blocks long lo gel 
their last ride. 


It was Ihe last regularly running roller coaster in Ihe 


Southland. 


II was officially opened Memorial Day 1930. and look 


the place of a small roller coaster, called the "Jack-rab- 
bit," which had been operating since 1914. 


The Cyclone Racer ran a full mile, climbed more 


than 100 feel high, and trains averaged 55 miles per hour. 


THE CYCLONE RACER HAD FOUR TRAIN'S and 


could carry 1,600 people each hour. 


Ten full-time employes operated and maintained the 


roller coaster, walking the tracks each day for inspection 
and routine maintenance. 


A score of movies were filmed at the Cyclone Racer, 


including Abbott and Costello classics, Cinerama's ''It's a 
Mad, Mad, Mad, Mad World," and a late-50s shocker ti- 
tled "Monster From the Bottom of the Sea," in which a 
monster emerged from the ocean and swallowed Ihe end 
of the ride. 


"We realize the great amount of emotion attached to 


the Racer." said Dr. Frank Stanton Jr., president of the 
amusemenl company, last year. "But retaining the Cy- 
clone. Racer in its present site would be a move contrary 
lo the progress of our community." 


"There will never he another coaster to equal Ihe Cy- 


clone Racer," he said.
